President Emphatically Rejects 
Condition Implied In German Note 


following is the text of the note cabled today by Secretary Lans- 


fto Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, with instructions to deliver it 


(ierman minister of foreign affairs: 


"The note of the imperial German government under date of May 


4, 1916, has received careful consideration by the government of the 
United States. It is especially noted, as indicating the purpose of the 
Utmost to confine the operation of the war for thr rest of its duration 
to the fighting forces of the belligerents,,' and that it is determined 
to impost- upon all its commanders at sou the limitations of the 
recognized rules of international law upon which the government of 
the United States has insisted. 


"Throughout the months \\lmh have ilapiud since the imperial 


government announced on February 1, l'.)15, its submarine policy, 
now happily abandoned, the- government of the United States has 
been constantly guided and restrained bj motives of friendship in its 
patient efforts to bung to an amicable sett'eiie-nt the cntual questions 
nnsing from that policy. 


"Accepting the imperial government's declaration of its abandon- 


ment of the policy which has so seriously menaced the good relations 
between the two countries, tho government of the United States will 
rely upon a scrupulous execution henceforth of the now altered policy 
of the imperial trovcrnment such as will remove the princip.-il danger 
to an interruption of the good relations existing between the United 
States ami Germany. 


"The government of the United Slates feels it necessary to state 


that it takes it for granted that the impoti.il government dees no in- 
tend to imply that the maintenance of its luvvly nnnoi-jiced policy 
is in any way contingent upon the course or result of diplomatic 
negotiations between the government of the United States and any 
other belligerent government, notwithstanding the fait that eerta"i 
passages in the imperial government's note of tne -l:h instant mier-t 
appear to be susceptible of that construction. 


In order, however, to avoid any possible misunderstanding, the 


government of the United States notifies the imperial government that 
it cannot for a moment entertain, much less discuss, a suggestion that 
respect for German naval authorities for the rights, of citizens of the 
United States upon the high seas should in any way or in the lightest 
degree be made contingent upon the conduct of any other government 
affecting the rights of neutrals and non-combatants. Responsibility 
in such matters is single, not joint: absolute, not relative."

President Emphatically Rejects 
Condition Implied In German Note 


following is the text of the note cabled today by Secretary Lans- 


fto Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, with instructions to deliver it 


(ierman minister of foreign affairs: 


"The note of the imperial German government under date of May 


4, 1916, has received careful consideration by the government of the 
United States. It is especially noted, as indicating the purpose of the 
Utmost to confine the operation of the war for thr rest of its duration 
to the fighting forces of the belligerents,' and that it is determined 
to impose upon all its commanders at sou the limitations of the 
recognized rules of international law upon which tht1 government of 
the United States has insisted. 


"Throughout the months \\huh have <lajiie.il since the imperial 


government announced on February 1, l'.)15, its submarine policy, 
now happily abandoned, the- government of the L'nitt-d States has 
been constantly guided and rostr.imi-ii b> motives of friendship in its 
patient efforts to bung to an amicable sett'eiiont the cntual questions 
nnsing from that policy. 


"Accepting the imperial government's declaration of its abandon- 


ment of the policy which has so st-rioujly menaced the good relations 
between tlu- two countries, the government of the United States will 
rely upon a scrupulous execution henceforth of the now altered policy 
of the imperial government such as will remove the prmcip.-il danger 
to an interruption of the good relation-; existing between the United 
States ami Germany. 


"The government of the United States feels it necessary to state 


that it takes it for granted that the impoti.il government does no in- 
tend to imply that the maintenance of its luvvly annoi-jiced policy 
is in any way contingent upon the course or result of diplomatic 
negotiations between the government of the United States and any 
other belligerent government, notwithstanding the fait that eerta"i 
passages in the imperial government's note of tne -l:h instant nv.er-t 
appear to be susceptible of that construction. 


In order, however, to avoid any possible misunderstanding, the 


government of the United States notifies the imperial government that 
it cannot for a moment entertain, much less discuss, a suggestion that 
respect for German naval authorities for the rights of citizens of the 
United States upon the high seas should in any way or in the lightest 
degree be made contingent upon the conduct of any other government 
affecting the rights of neutrals and non-combatants. Responsibility 
in such matters is single, not joint: absolute, not relative."
